The Canadian rural problem is very | pleasure of learning what will fit them 


largely a question of agricultural pro- 
duction. To bring about better liv- 
ing conditions we must revise our 
methods of agriculture. Soil exploita- 
tion must be superseded by scientific 
tillage based on known principles; the 
fertility of our fields must be main- 
tained, and depleted soils must be 
built up. In short, our youth must be 
schooled in the science and art of far- 
ming. Scientific agriculture is a par- 
tial solution only; we must go farther. 
Our rural people are not living to 
themselves alone, as in pioneer days, 
It is now our duty to understand our 
social problems, which are many, and 
these must be solved in order that 
country life will attract and hold an 
adequate population. 


To bring about the betterment of 


rural conditions necessitates the pre 
paration of leaders who must be train- 
ed, in theory and practice, for their 
work in rural communities. These 


leaders must know conditions as they 
actually exist; and who are better able 


for their life work. These young 
folks become self reliant and well de- 
veloped mentally and physically. The 
dormitory plan of student life gives 
them the assurance and poise neces- 
sary for Jeadership, while the gym- 
nastics and farm practice maintain 
physical vigor. The product of these 
institutions is their best recommenda- 
tion. 

On his return from a recent trip 
from Europe Dr, J. W. Robertson ex- 
pressed himself strongly in favor o 
a system of education for the farm- 
ing people of Canada such as is fol- 
lowed in Denmark. The young men

New Dairying Record 


Canada’s Total Production for Year 
Is $250,000,000 

Canada established a new record in 
dairying last year, according to stat- 
istics published by the department of 
conservation today. The Dominion’s 
total dairy products were worth ap- 
proximately $250,000,000 and of this 
amount $65,000,000 was received for 
export trade. 

In 1910 the total value was less than

$110 per head. Last year they could 
not have been sold for $30 per head.

A Cannery Will Soon be in Operation 
On the Shores of Lake 
Athabasca 
Canned whitefish from Lake Atha- 
basca, in Northern Alberta, will like- 
ly be-the next new idea in Alberta 
food products. Arrangements are un- 
der way for opening tp the cannery 
on the far northern water, which is 
to form a part of the operations of 
the Mackenzie Basin Fisheries com- 
pany, This concern was incorporated 
last year to take over the fishing in- 
terests of R. W. Jones on, Lesser 
Slave Lake. The capital stock has 
been increased from $100,000 to $200,- 
000, the intention being to prosecute 
the northern fisheries on an extens- 
ive scale, as well as Lake Athabasca. 

A cannery site has been secured on 
Lake Athibasca, and some of the new 
capital is to be used in getting a plant 
ready for operation at as early a date 
as may be found possible. The re- 
moteness of the northern fishing 
grounds and the lack of transporta- 
tion facilities at the present time, are 
reasons for the company’s decision 
to establish a cannery, tinned fish be- 
ing more easily taken to market under 

existing conditions,

NM was. heavy before the war, and has 
been increased many times over, The 
government and people are meeting 
it courageously, and. a loan of 20,000,- 
000,000 lire has just been raised by the 
Italian people. 

‘France, ‘too, has recently floated a 
loan among its own people of 15,000,- 
000,000 francs, or an amount equal to 
the. national debt of Canada, . The 
French parliament is now éngaged in 
passing measures which will ‘enorm- 
ously increase the taxation imposed 
on the French people. 

With a national debt of approxim- 
ately $40,000,000,000, Great Britain has 
started on the great task of paying 
it off. No further borrowings will 
be made, but taxation is being sub- 
stantially increased. This year Brit- 
ish revenue is estimated at $7,000,000- 
000, or more than double our national 
debt. This great revenue will provide 
for a reduction in the British national 
debt of at least $1,000,000,000, while in 
1921 it is estimated that a further re- 
duction of $1,500,000,000 will be made.
